The Twentieth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States 
was adopted officially last Monday 
when the State legislature of Mis­ 
souri became the 36th to ratify it. 
'iihe amendment becomes effective 
Oct. 15 n£xt. 
Section I provides 
that 
The 
terms of the President and Vice 
President shall end at noon on the 
20th day of January, and the terms 
of Senators and Representatives at 
noon on the 3rd day of January, of 
the years in which such terms 
would have ended if this article 
had not been 
ratified; 
and the 
terms of their successors shall then 
begin.” 
Section 2 is that “The Congress 
shall assemble at least once in ev­ 
ery year, and such meeting shall 
begin at noon on the 3d day of Jan­ 
uary, unless they shall by law ap­ 
point a different day.” 
Section 3 provides that in case 
a president-elect shall die before 
Jan. 20, then the vice 
president 
shall become president; or in case 
the president-elect shall not qual­ 
ify, or no president shall have been 
chosen, then 
the vice 
president­ 
elect shall act as president until 
there is a 
president elected and 
qualified. 
This amendment is a moderni­ 
zation of the 
former 
provisions 
adopted when all news and travel 
had to be by horseback and stage 
coach, and months were required 
for full election returns to be cer­ 
tified and gotten around, and for 
candidates elected to get to Wash­ 
ington. The amendment will large­ 
ly eliminate the power over leg­ 
islation and administration of those 
defeated for reelection. 
The political independent, Sen­ 
ator George Norris of Nebraska, 
had worked persistently the last 
ten years for this Amendment. In 
a statement Monday he said: 
“The enactment of this amend- 
ru r 4. ;s a great ct°p toward plac­ 
ing the control of our government 
in the hands of the chosen repre­ 
sentatives of the American people.”

High School will close the first se­ 
mester of the 1932-33 school year, 
Friday of this week. 
In spite of 
the late opening the pupils for the 
most part have covered approxi­ 
mately the same amount of wark 
as in former years. 
The school year opened Septem­ 
ber 19 with an enrollment of 373, 
distributed as follow*s:

The first semester closed with 
368 enrolled, a net loss of only five 
pupils. The senior class lost none, 
the junior class one, the sophomore 
class four, and the freshman class 
gained two. 
The average daily attendance 
for the first four months was 361 
—Q7r/r. TMS is a very satisfactory 
showing especially with the illness 
which existed in December and 
January. 
One hundred three pu­ 
pas have not been absent a single 
time and seventy-tw'o others have 
been absent only one day or less. 
For the past seventy-eight days of 
school there wrere three 
hundred 
thirteen cases of tardiness or an av­ 
erage of four per day. 
One pupil 
was 
responsible 
for 
twenty-six 
cases of tardiness and four others 
accounted for ten or more each. On 
the whole, the attendance haw been 
unusually good.

I have never seen soldiers in a 
front line trench, but that’s the 
phrase that popped into my mind 
as I went the rounds with one of 
the Rural Public Health Nurses of 
Cook county. 
For certainly these 
women are waging a magnificent 
battle against the effects of our 
present depression. The nurse ex­ 
plained to me as we approached 
her district that it used to be a com­ 
munity of carpenters and bricklay­ 
ers—self-respecting cheertul folk 
who worked with their hands. Now', 
ot course, it’s different. 
Let me mention first the three 
schools we visited that morning. 
Out ot a room of 
fifty 
children 
there would perhaps be five whose 
fathers had a job; and yet these 
children are receiving 
necessary 
dental care and medical attention. 
Whole rooms! ul are vaccinated and 
innoc iii ated against diphtheria and, 
wht is very important, an interest 
in their own health is stimulated 
by a system of charts which sprout 
red and blue stars. The red stars 
stand for physical defects which, 
when overcome, are planted out by 
the blue. Ten blue stars in a row 
ends with a shining gold one. 
It is the Rural Nurse who car­ 
ries out this program, 
of health 
work, embracing in this particular 
district, eleven schools with an en­ 
rollment of 2100 pupils. 
She does 
the physical inspections, and sends 
notice cards to the parents w’ith 
recommended corrections, and ar­ 
ranges foi clinic work for those 
without funds, and establishes In­ 
fant Welfare Stations, and enrolls 


I the babies in them. (Almost seven 
hundred in this district). All this 
she tosses off with one hand, so to 
. peak, while with the other, she 
makes 
home 
calls —• dressing 
wounds, giving prenatal care, mak­ 
ing arrangements for the mental 
defectives to be removed from w’hat 
is often a circle of normal brothers 
and sisters. 
In fact I am certain there is no 
human problem, mental, spiritual 
or physical that doesn’t bob up at 
some time in her daily rounds. And 
it is very tout bing to see the way 
her patients turn to her as some­ 
thing secure and lasting in a dis­ 
integrating world. 
Which, in her 
neat blue uniform, is iust exactly 
what we hope she is. 
Let’s help 
her as much as we can.

Folly to her splendid lawyer hus­ 
band and took part in the enjoy­ 
able times at her home, where was

sports of horseback riding, pitch­ 
ing of quoits, ball playing, croquet 
and other ways of pleasant con­ 
tacts.

The oldest son, Ransom, went into 
the Civil war in September, 1861, 
to the end.
